which has been appealed to the U.S. 
supreme court. Quite a number of 
other counties have also been grant- 
ed stays, in fact all that are help- 
ing to carry the Mitchell county 
case to the U. S. supreme court. 


I was asked to answer an article 
by Mark G. Thornburg which I am 
enclosing.

McKinnon fefers is as follows: 

I have been asked to answer Mark 
& Thornburg’s article on last Sun- 
CGay’s Forum page, April 5th. 

Will say it was terrible, that such 
a crowaG of farmers should go to Des 
Moines and before our State Legis- 
lature, ask for something. 

We have not heard any great cry 
going up about these small, efficient- 
ly organized minorities, which si- 
lent Cal recently spoke abowt, who 
for years have been getting laws 
written on the statutes of Iowa, 
which took money out of the tax- 
payers’ pockets and placed it in 
theirs, nor have I heard any howling 
onout our manufacturers, who prac- 
tically threatened to. move out of 
our state if another tax is placed 
upon them. 

Our legislators could write many 
tooks about the pressure that is 
brought to bear upon them by these 
different organizations, who are 
coni‘nually ‘after new legislation, |? 
why not the farmers? Farmers from 
some 50 counties, with speakers out 
ef every farm organization in Iowa 
and even one attorney, came ask- 
ing that an unjust and obnoxious 
iaw be removed from our statute 
rooks, a law which takes away our 
rights over our own property and 
Places it in the hands of a ap- 
pointive politicians. In our state, 
the man whom we feel will have 
most to say about our livestock, has 
been and probably is now, a direct- 
er of the Armour Packing Co. It is 
@ law which sets up a virtual dic- 
tatorship over the cattle industry of 
our state, which says all of our 
breeding cattle must be tested, re- 
tested in three years and as often 
afterwards as they may deem it 
necessary. 

Those farmers represented the 
greatest aggregation of wealth, all 
invested in Iowa, and the largest 
zroup ever coming to our state 
Louse, for one purpose, to have the 
compulsory part taken out of our 
resent T. B. test law, which was 
put over by misrepresentation, 
which I will now try to show. 

Mr. Thornburg states bovine 
tuberculosis i: transmissible to hu- 
iaans, especially children. Dr. Koch, 
inventor of tuberculin, after much 
experimentation, held it was not, if 
sO, @ very rare occurence. Govern- 
mert authorities testifying in case 
of U. S. Senato:s Glass, held/ danger 
to humans, from tuberculous cat- 
tle to be neglible. Editor of the 
Country Gentleman stated only 
last October that science had never 
proved that human. beings had 
contracted T. B. from milk or their 
association with animals. Editor 
Rural New Yorker stated through 
his paper, transmissibility of bovine 
tuberculosis to humans has never 
beer: definitely settled. 

Dr E. L. Miloslavich, Milwaukee 
County Pathologist, member Mar- 
queite University Medical school, 
states tuberculosis danger from 
cows is neglible but tuberculin test- 
ing is seriously affecting the wel- 
fare of our farmers, and ruining the 
most valuable industry in Wiscon- 
sin, ae gest dairy state in the 
nati nrebago County, first 
modified accredited area in Iowa, 
has shown no reduction in human 
tuberculosis sirce accredited, Wood- 
gury County has shown little re- 
duction since being being ac- 
credited. Iowa last year with the 
most T. B. tested cattle our state 





had withi borders, had an 
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deaths from tuberculosis in 1930. In 
fact, lowa’s greatest reduction in hu- 
man tuberculosis occurred previous 
to this great T. B. test campaign, 
which fg been going on largely 
during the past five years. 

Thornburg states in his article 
last Sunday 1.5 per cent were re- 
tained for T. B. in 1924. I have be- 
fore me an article by Mr. M. G. 
Thornburg, State Sec’y of Agri- 
culture, June ist, 1926, which was 
used largely in putting over T. B. 
test campaign on farmers. It states 
retentions for tuberculosis in cat- 
wle at packing houses where federal 
meat inspection is maintgined was 
approximately 5 per cent from 1925 
to 1926. While setentions were only 
1 to 2 per cent 15 to 20 years ago. 
save these figures to show how rap- 
idly tuberculosis in cattle was in- 
creasing. Compare with what he 
gives now. U. S. Department Agri- 
culture estimates in 1923 that 2 per 
cent of beef cattle were T. B. If 
these figures were correct at that 
time, it would mean 2 out of each 
hundred beef cattle and 8 out each 
hundred breeding cattle were re- 
tained and condemned for T. B. At 
this time only about 7 per cent of 
all recur. -s condemned and re 

an y: come -from our 

cattle which makes one 

wonder how oF mielh difference these 

reactors are from the cattle left be- 

hind as clean. As many have been 
tested for the first time in 1930. 

Court records in Mitchell Coun- 
ty, Iowa, show that it costs tax- 
payers and cattle owners the sum 
of $120,953.07 to find 247 head of 
cattie that were actually condemn- 
ed and retained because of T. B. 
And many Ccatilo passed as clean 
were upon deati: and _ slaughter 
shown to be kadly afflicted with 
T B., in Mitchell County. 

Article by Thornburg states T. B. 

test has no effect whatever on 
healthy animals, yet 194 were con- 
demned as reactors in Mitchell 
Courty, also ev'dence showed many 
cattie passed as clean were ruined 
und that the cattle owners sus- 
tained an enormous damage by rea- 
scn of abortion, non-breeders, ster- 
ility, giving milk unfit for human 
food, to dry up. to give less milk 
which caused sickness in children 
end in calves. Similar evidence 
comes from every portion of this 
state and many other states where 
T. B. testing is being carried on. 

Everything sanitation, getting 
pigs on clean ground, plenty of sun- 
shine, better feeding, more range 
for hogs. Thornburg and his vets 
would grab as results of T. B. test- 
ing cattle. Said cost for T. B. test- 
ing would be around 25c per head, 
yet in Mitchell County it cost about 
$1.25 per heari. Thornburg says 
now, T. B. test ic not 100 per cent, 
said nothing about it then. We 
know it now. Said 25 to 30 per 
cent of all tuberculosis in children 
under 5 years of age is contracted 
from bovine source. This was 
answered before. 

Indemnity is just tax money, 
comes mainly in Iowa from its bas- 
iz industry, farming. Careful super- 
vision of work by vets. They test 
whole herds without disinfecting 
needle once, appraise many cattle 
at double and treble their actual 
value, therby causing a greater tax 
burden. Passes cattle clean without 
even reading =. B. tests and some- 
times without even testing. Vets 
can get any percentage of reactors 
they wish to, we feel, because prac- 
tically all are sold for beef. A few 
reasons why many farmers formerly 
in favor of T. B. testing are now 
opposed.

liquors. The two statements are 
in direct conflict. 

“The real cause of agricultural 
depression is over-production, or 
the production of a greater supply 
in particular farm products than 
the people can consume. This is 
attributable to the fact 
American people are eating less 
bread—which means wheat — and 
less corn products per capita than 
when agriculture was prospérous. 
The people simply are eating dif- 
ferent foods. It is significant that 
in the very period in which wheat 
and corn consumption shows a de- 
cline on the per capita basis, the 
consumption of fruits and green 
vegetables has increased. 

Are Doctors to Blame?. 

“It may be that doctors are the 
cause of our farm depression. But 
whatever the cause, the people are 
not eating as much wheat gr corn 


as before, and that is the main/| Mrs. 


reason for the over-production.” 

Hastings cannot see the tariff 
as a major issue next year. He re- 
called that Democratic leaders, one 
after the other, endorsed a protec- 
tive tariff in 1928 and the Demo- 
cratic convention subsequently 
dopted a plank advocatin_ a tariff 
to equalize the “costs of ,Produc- 
tion at home’ and abroad.”
